It’s Leaves Produce Joy Juice! 


It is estimated that more than 
a half billion pounds of jute 
imported to the US annually; 
jute is the fiber from the plant; 
marijuana is the narcotic ex- 
tracted from the leaves. 


Our urban communities are 
constantly harrassed by the 
users of marijuana, especially 
teenagers, us the habit is form- 
ed from smoking cigarettes with 
varying amounts of the narcotic. 


Ingenius plans come to light 
frequently to secure the “dope,” 
and a rather brazen one came 
to light in Belle Glade Tuesday. 


The arrest of Doc Bailey on 
the coast on a narcotic charge 
resulted in information that 
marijuana was being grown in 
or around Belle Glade. 


Local police and the sheriff's 
force cooperated in search for 
the plantings with Lieut Verne 
Clark, patrolman J. Т. McCoy 
and Willie Singleton leading the 
search, 


It was found that James Sum- 
тега! had agréed with а 
man from West Palm to “grow 
some herbs with which to make 
barbecue sauce” and the plants 
furnished and planted by the 
WPB man were thriving in Ja- 
mes’ backyard at 640 SW 6th St. 
Three hundred forty eight plants 
were found іп Summerall’s back 
yard; enough to make $5,000 


worth of marijuana at 
prices, it is estimated. 
The WPB barbecue sauce mak- 
er was found and faces a charge 
from the narcotics Bureau for 
illegally growing the mariquana 
plant. 

The marijuana plant is a jute 
fiber plant when grown by the 
Everglades Experiment Station 
under permit. Without a permit 
it's growth will lead to a Fed- 
eral pen or maybe to one of our 
state prisons.

The Guard's increased read- 
iness is rated in terms of the 
active Army’s training sched- 
ule. А new division of raw ге- 
cruits would require 32 weeks of 
intensified training before it 
would be rated combat ready. 
This includes 14 weeks of in- 
dividual training, 13 weeks of 
unit training and five weeks of 


of training would not be fully 
effective, and its inadequately 
trained men would be more ex 
posed to battlefield dangers. 

The Army National Guard, 
General Clarke said, has now 
completed four weeks of unit 
training, which puts it only 14 
weeks away from being battle- 
field ready. 

Until a year or so ago, mili- 
tary leaders assumed that be- 
cause of the part-time status of 
reserve components, it would be 
impossible for them to progress 
appreciably into the unit train- 
ing cycle, Now, however, the 
Army Guard has broken 
through that ceiling. 

Army leaders have noted that 
this achievement is all the more 
remarkable because Guardsmen 
are being trained on the com- 
plex military weapons and tech- 
niques of modern Warfare. 

How, in the light of these fac- 
tors, has the Army National 
Guard been able to increase its 
combat readiness? 

By requiring all new recruits 
who have had no previous mili- 
tary experience to take six 
months of active-duty basie 
training. This enables the Guard 
for the first time in peace time 
history, to conduct its training 
entirely on the unit level. Guard 
commanders, no longer requir- 
ed to conduct individual train- 
ing, can concentrate on develop- 
ing unit capability, 

By completing a full-scale re- 
organization of its units to the 
Army’s new Pentomic “atomic 
battlefield” concept. In adapt- 
ing to this new structure, the 
Guard is well ahead of the ac- 
tive Army which has not com- 
pletely reorganized along Pen- 
tomic lines. 

By requiring thousands of of- 
ficers and enlisted men to at- 
tend active Army service schools 
each year for specializbed and 
refresher training. 

By establishing State officer 
candidate schools to assure а 
continous flow of fully qualif- 
Jed junior officers.
